Auto Coin Sorter 


OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack Auto Coin Sorter sorts loose coins with the push of a 
button and stores them untii you need an extra coin for the drive- 
through or toil booth. It holds about $10.00 (20-25 coins of each de- 
nomination). 

INSTALLING BATTERY 


• Do not pour liquids into the sorter. 

Hoid down the power button and insert muitipie coins (up to 6 at a 
time) into the coin chamber. Continue hoiding down the button untii aii 
of the coins have been compieteiy sorted. The sorter stops when you 
reiease the power button. 


Your coin sorter requires one AA battery (not suppiied) for power. For 
the best performance and iongest iife, we recommend RadioShack ai- 
kaiine batteries. 

Caution: Use oniy a fresh battery of the required size and 
recommended type. 

1 . Remove the cover from the top of the sorter. 


DISPENSING THE COINS 

1. Piace one hand under the chamber of 
the coin you want to dispense. 

2. Push the textured side of the iever with 
your thumb. The coin drops into your 
hand. 



2. Hoid down the power button and rotate it counter-ciockwise to 
remove it from the sorter. 


TROUBLESHOOTING 


3. insert the battery into the compartment, neg- 
ative (-) side first. 

4. Repiace the power button. The sorter runs for 
a few seconds. 

5. Repiace the cover. 

When the coin sorter stops operating properly, re- 
place the battery. 

Warning: Dispose of oid batteries promptiy and 
properiy. Do not burn or bury them. 
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Caution: if you do not pian to use the coin sorter for an extended peri- 
od of time, remove the battery. Batteries can ieak chemicais that can 
destroy electronic parts.

Coins jam in the coin 
chamber. 

Press the power button several times to free the 
coin(s). If this does not work, remove the cover 
and remove the coins with your finger. 

If you must turn the sorter upside down for any 
reason, remove the coins first. This prevents them 
from jamming in the mechanism. 

The sorter does not 
work. 

Check to see that you have installed the battery 
correctly (negative side down). 

The sorting wheei does 
not rotate ciockwise or 
does not shut off. 

The battery is not positioned properly. Remove 
the battery and position it correctly.

USING THE SORTER 

Notes: 

• Do not overfiii the coin chamber (no more than 6 coins at a time). 
This may cause jamming. 

• Operate the sorter on a ievei surface. 

• Do not turn the sorter upside-down. 


Keep the coin sorter dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediateiy. Use and 
store the coin sorter oniy in normai temperature environments. Handie 
the coin sorter carefuiiy; do not drop it. Keep the coin sorter away from 
dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cioth occasionaily to keep it iook- 
ing new. 

Modifying or tampering with the coin sorter’s internal components can 
cause a malfunction and might invaiidate its warranty. If your coin sort- 
er is not performing as it shouid, take it to your iocai RadioShack store 
for assistance.
